Whoever makes Conſcience of praying fre- | 
quently and heartily, and continues ſo to do; 
tho' he cannot at preſent be ſaid to be a 
good Man, yet it is impoſſible for him long 
to continue bad. He will certainly, at laſt, 
by the Afitance of that good Spirit, which our 
Lord hath promiſed to thote who thus ask ) 
him, ger the Victory over his Luſts and evil 
Habits: So that Prayer is both the Means, 
without which Vertue cannot be attained, and 
the Means that never fails of attaining it, and

7” humbleſt adoration of his 
Greatneſs and Glory, of his Wiſdom, 
and Power, and Goodneſs, and in Sup- 
plications and Thankſpivings, is both 
a very conſiderable Part or Duty of 


our holy Religion, and alſo a very ne- 


ceſſary inſtrument or means of promot- 
ing the chriſtian Life. 

Prayer is that homage which we owe 
to our Creator, for having made us in 


his own Image; that is, capable of

knowing and loving, and conſequently 
of ſerving and obeying Him; and of 
receiving from him the communications 
of his favour and goodneſs in this Lite; 
and of being made moſt happy in his 
Preſence and Kingdom to all Eternity. 
Prayer is alſo the only, and withal 
a moſt certain way to be preſerved 


from, or delivered out of, or ſupported 


under all thoſe Evils which can hap- 
pen to us; and likewiſe to obtain 
whatever is truly and abſolutely beſt 
for us, both in relation to this World, 


and to that which is to come. 


For the (Hfectual fervent Prayer of 4 
rightecus Man, and of him whe heartily 
endeavours to be ſuch, brings down 
from Heaven the greateſt Bleſſings 
which GOD can beſtow on his deareſt 
Children, even all the Graces of the 


holy Spirit: It engages on our behalf 


that marvellous Almighty Love, where- 


by we are made, not the Friends only, 
»1t the Sons of GOD, and the Adopti- 


on ot his Grace in CHRIST JESUS.

all his Will, and to keep all his Command- 
ments with delight and pleaſure. 
Now this frequent intercoutſe with 
Heaven, by the aſcent or going up of 
our minds to GOD in fervent Prayer, 
in devout addreſſes to him, and in ſe- 


rious and awful thoughts of him, is 


highly recommended to us both by 
Scripture and Reaſon, as the moſt pro- 
per and effectual means of our growing 
in Grace, and of our obtaining all 
ſpiritual advantages. | 

For ſuch intimate and more imme- 
diate converſe with the fountain of all 


* Wiſdom, goodneſs and truth, and a fre- 
© quentand ane application of our ſelves to 
him, will not only enlighten our under- 
ſtandings with all ſaving Knowledge; but 


will alſo attract and unalterably fix 


our wills upon the true object of ratio- 
nal choice, the Supreme Good: It will 


untack our Souls from this clod of 


Earth, to which they are ſo apt to

grow, and wherein they ſoſe themſelves 2 
It will raiſe our thoughts, and deſires, 
and aims, above the ſmoak and duſt, 
the petty cares, and the worthleſs tri- 
fling concerns of this lower World. 
And as this our converſe with GOD, 
and with ſpiritual and heavenly things, 
will ſublime our affections; fo will it 
alſo enlarge and improve our nobler 
faculties : It will refine and ſpiritualize 
ont natures, and will thus fir us more 
and more for that nearer approach to 
Almighty GOD, and for thoſe more 
plentiful communications from the great 
Original of our being, and Center of our 
immortal Spirits, Which are to make our 
Happineſs, and to be our Crown and our 
Glory in the next Life.

No man therefore who doth not duly 
value, and frequently give himſelf to Se- 
cret as well as to Publick Prayer, can 
lead or perſiſt in an holy and ſpiritual 
Life.

9 
he is concern'd to do, is in any danger of 
loſing the hope of his heavenly calling. 
For, all apoſtacy or falling away from 
GOD, begins at the omiſſion or neglect 
of Prayer; or (which is of the ſame 
dangerous conſequence) at a cold, for- 
mal, bare outward Performance of this 
Duty, without due attention and in- 
ward Devotion of our Souls ; and with- 
out that ardent deſire of the things 
prayed for, which is the life and ſpirit 
of all true effectual Prayer. 

Frequent and fervent Prayer then, 
we ſee, is one of the moſt important 
and indiſpenſable Duties of the chri- 
ſtian Religion: It is the expreſs condi- 
tion, on which our Lord hath promiſed 
that our heavenly Father will give the. 
holy Spirit to us, and conſequently all 
the good things and Bleſſings of the 
Goſpel : It qualifies us alſo, in an eſpe- 
cial manner, for the favour of GOD, as 


it is an Evident Profeſſion of our entire 


dependence upon him, of our traſt in. 
him for all that we can ſtand in need 
of; and of our inceſſant deſi-e to pleaſe 
him, and to be as like to him as weare 
able in this State. 
And whenever we draw nigh to 
GOD, with that due attention and

application of our Minds; with that 
profound reverence and proſtration of 
our Souls; with thoſe earneſt deſires to 
ſerve and worſhip him aright, and to 
obtain What we ask; with that faith, 
and hope, and love, and joy, which are 
all of them the moſt confeſſed fruits of 
the holy Spirit, we do then moſt truly 
and effectually pray by the Spirit. 

For *'tis the holy Spirit of GOD | 
which to, and in, all theſe great and 
good purpoſes and duties, helps our in- 
firmities, and makes interceſſion for, 
and in us, Rom. viii. 26. 

And this Spirit of wiſdom, and of a 
Tound mind, which excites, and pro- 
motes, and maintains thoſe holy flames 
and devout affetions, and earneſt deſires, 
(which are the moſt eſſential part and 
life of Prayer,) doth thereby raiſe and 
knit, or mite our Hearts and Sauls, (as 
far as it 1s poſſible in this mortal ſtate,) 
to that eternal, infinite, incomprehenſi- 
ble Spirit, that GOD, who being the 
true object of our adoration, and the 
fountain of all good, is thus worſhipped 
by us in Spirit and in Truth. Tis this 
Spirit of adoption which dwells in us, 
Rom. viii. 15, 16. whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father; and which thus beareth

witneſs with our Spirit, that we are

And now ſince praying by the Spirit 
is, as hath been ſhewn above, praying 
with all poſſible Devotion, with the

then extraordinarily inſpired by ſome

It may poſſibly ſer ve to ſet ſome wel- 
meaning People right in this matter, 


made by ene, who had been much ad- 
mired and followed for his Talent in 
praying extempore. — This Perſon hear- 
ing a Prayer read to him, which had 
been fome good time afore taken ex- 
atly from his own Mouth in ſhort 
hand, and being asked his judgment of 
it, tound ſo many abſurd and indecent 
expreſſions, and ſuch want of ſenſe, or 
fomething worſe than that, in many of 
them, that when he was told, he was 
the Man, who had uſed it, he begged 
GOD's pardon for his former bold 


ver more to offend in this kind; but to 
pen firſt all the Prayers he ſhould uſe 
hereafter in publick. And another

Prayer, it evidently follows, That all 


. thoſe brutal either perſons or families, 


who yeglef to call daily upon GOD, 
and who do not thus draw nigh to 


him, do in effect renounce all depen- 
dence upon GOD: They renounce all 
that duty which they owe to Him, and 


ali expectation of any good from Him. 


They ſay unto GOD, in the language 
of their lives, Depart from us, for we 


* deſire not the Knowledge of thy Mays 


and, What is the Almighty, that me 


' ſhould ſerve him? And what Profit 


(ould we have, if we pray unto him? 
And thus all thoſe wretched ourſides 
and bare figures of men, (that is, of 


rational creatures,) who are ſunk ſo 


deep into the bruriſh nature, as not to 


have GOD in all their thoughts; or who, 


by a more ſtupid folly, (it that be poſſi- 


ble, ) when they profeſs to know GOD, 
and own him as their Creator, yet deny 
to pay that homage they owe to him, 
do as truly live without GOD in the 
World, as thoſe ſcandalous open Sin- 
ners, who wallow in the mire of all 
filthineſs and impurity, or who lead 


the moſt ſenſual and profligate lives. 

They therefore who have any, tho' 
but the leaſt, trace of that image of

GOD, in which man was at firſt cre- 
ated, remaining in their Souls, and 
who underſtand any thing of that Re- 
ligion which chiefly diſtinguiſheth man 
from the beaſts that periſh, will never 
paſs any one day of their lives, with- 
out making devout and ſolemn appl ic a- 
tion to the Father of their Spirits, the 
GOD of all Grace, and the only giver 
of all good things. 

And the more holy and heave nly- 
minded any Perſons are, and the more 
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gent and careful will they be, wiſely 
to manage all opportunities of wor ſhi p- 
ing GOD, and of improving their inte- 
reſt in him, and of ſolliciting his favour 
and grace, both in their Cloſers, and 
with their Families : And eſpecially of 
doing him honour in the publick Aſſem- 
blies Morning and Evening, where they 
have opportunity, and have no ſufficient, 
that is, no ſich reaſon for their abſence, 
as they can think God will approve of. 
Thoſe unbelieving Jews, who wor- 
ſhip GOD twice or thrice every Day 
in many of their Synagogues; and 
thoſe Mahometans, who pray in their 
| Moſques five times in every twenty four 
hours, may well be ſcandalized apa 
an 
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they deſire to be ſo ſtill, the more dili- 
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and will hereafter riſe up in judgment 
| againſt thoſe many thouſands of Chri- 
ſtians in theſe Cities, who, out of a 
* careleſs Spirit, and a cold indiſference to 


the honour of GOD, and to their own 


both duty and intereſt, (and therefore 
to the juſt ſhame and confuſion of their 


faces) do {light and negle& the daily 


| publick worſhip among us, where they 
have opportunity; and might, by pru- 


dent management, find leiſure for the 


beſt employment of ſo much of that 


time, GOD affords them for that 


| Purpoſe. 


For all Chriſtians ought ſeriouſly to 
conſider, both the dignity and the obl;- 
gation of their holy Profeſſion : That 


they are the called of FESUS CHRIST ; 
| Beloved of GOD; Called to be Saints, 
| Rom. 1.6, 7. that GOD hath made 
or deſigned them to be a choſen Genera- 
tion, a royal Prieſthood, an holy Nation, 
' a peculiar (or purchaſed) People, that 
they may ſhew forth the Praiſes of him who 
| bath called them out of darkneſs into his 
marvellous light. 


And thoſe modern Fews, whoſe 


i Blindneſs and Obſtinacy we juſtly pity, 
call him an z# Neighbour, who omits 
| their daily publick worſhip, wherever 


they

they . have a Synagogue: And alfo 
(which I cannot but mention here, 
though to our Shame) they take good 
care to provide for all their own poor. 
And certainly then he is neither a wiſe 
man, nor a good Chriſtian, who thinks 
that he can lay out any part of his 
time better than in immediate atten- 
dance upon his Creator, and in doing 
him honour in his Houſe of Prayer; 
or can lay out any part of his money 
better, than in relieving the wants of 
the brethren of his Redeemer, to whom 
he muſt ſhortly give an account of his 
ſtewardſhip; that is, how he hath ma- 
naged all that time, and all that eſtate, 
which GOD gave him for thoſe great 
and worthy purpoſes. Z 

The leaſt that can be ſaid in this 
matter is, that be who, without. ſome 
good reaſon, conſtantly or frequently 
omits (and ſo ilights to) the daily pub- 
lick Worſhip, neither loves his G O D, 
nor his Neighbour, nor his own Soul, 
to that degree he ought. 

Nor can he be preſumed to have 
any greet deſire, or to be in any mea- 
ſire fir to enjoy GOD in Heaven to 
eternal ages, who, when his Calling, it 
wiſely ordered, may allow him ſuch 
leiſure,

leiſure, can be uſually hindred by any 


| vain amuſement or buſineſs, (not at 


that time neceſſary to be done,) from 
employing ſome part of each day in 
attendance upon, and doing open honour 
to his Creator, Redeemer, and Sancti- 
fier, in thoſe afſemblies and performan- 
ces which make the beſt repreſentarions 


of the heayenly ſtate or life, which 


we are now capable of. 

Let us all therefore be wiſe now on 
this ſide Heaven, into which no wicked 
and ſlothful ſervant, no unfaithful ſtem- 


ard ſhall enter, Mat. xxv. 26, 39. that 


we may be forever happy in the pre- 
ſence and joy of our Lord. | 
Theſe forms of Prayer, here pre- 


ſented to the devout Chriſtian, to be 
uſed in his Cloſet, or with his Family, 
were, (almoſt all of them,) as to the 


ſubſtance, compoſed by Perſons emt- 
nent for their great piety, judgment, 
and learning; and fome of them too, 


of the higheſt Orders in our Church; 
viz. Archbiſhop Tillotſoa, Biſhop Ken, 


Biſhop Patrick, Doctor Hammond, 
Doctor Whichcot, and Mr. Archdeacon 


Jeffery, &c. From the laſt of which, 


ſome part of the plain Account, and ſe- 


veral of the Prayers relating to tbe

Some of theſe Prayers were pub- 
liſhed by their reſpective Authors in 
their life-time; and others, by their 
friends after their deceaſe. But none 
of theſe forms being in all points the 
{ame with thoſe which are printed; and 
ſome of them being collected out of 
two, or ſometimes out of more Pray- 


ers of the ſame Author, it is not rea- 


ſonable to make the firſt Author reſponſi- 
ble for what the Collector's different diſ- 
po/ition or expreſſion, or other like ſmall 
alt erat ion, (if it ſhould ſo happen) may 
be thought to have doneto the prejudice 
of the firſt compoſures. 

The Collector of theſe Forms of 
Prayer hopes, that the proſpect he had, 
that what was thus borrowed from 
theſe great and good mea, might, by 
coming into more hands, fall in with 
the deſign of that Treatiſe to which 


they were at firſt ſabjoined; viz. The 


Principles and Duties of the Chriſtian 
Religion conſider'd and explain'd, QC. 
and ſo tend to retrieve and promote 
the chriſtian life, or true and ſincere 
piety and holineſs, will more than 
excuſe the freedom therein by him 
taken. |

Onc and the ſame of thoſe fever 
Prayers, which are fo numbred, may 
be uſed both Morning and Evening 
the ſame day: Or they may be all ufed 
in courſe as they ſtand throughout the

If any of theſe Prayers ſeem too long, 
ſuch paragraphs or diviſions may be 
omitted, as any perſons, for any good 
reaſon, think beſt to omit z By which 
means, a few minutes may be ſaved in 
Twenty Four Hours to thoſe whothink 
they can ſpend them better. Well diſ- 
poſed minds will ſcarce think Ten or 


Twelve Minutes too much to be em- 


ployed at once in an affair of ſo great 
conſequence, as is the immediate ſervice 
of their GOD, and the neceſſary. care 
of their own immortal Souls, either 
with their Families, or in their Cloſets. 
The Reader will, I hope, do him- 
ſelf the right to peruſe all theſe forms 
at 
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at his leiſure, with ſome attention and 


thought; and then, if he be not pro- 
vided with others more to his mind, he 
may uſe either all of them as above di- 
rected ; or ſuch and ſo many of them, 
and at ſuch times, both in his Family 
and by himſelf in his Cloſer, as he 
judges may beſt comply with the deſign 
and ends of Prayer. 


Now theſe ends, we know, are the 
worſhipping and glorifying GOD; The 
knitting our hearts to him by Faith, 


and Hope, and Love, by a profeſſed 
dependence upon him, and an entire 
ſubject ion to him; The procuring to us 
his grace and favour, his protection, 


guidance and aſſiſtance; And in gene- 
ral, the ſecuring and promoting the 
intereſt of our own Souls; and of thoſe 


too, (as far as in us lies,) who are any 
way under our charge; and may be thus 


engaged with, and influenced by us for 


their good. | 
The hundred and third, and the 


hundred and forty fifth Pſalms, being

proper to be devoutly read in thoſe 
Families, or repeated by thoſe perſons 
in their retirement, who have wiſdom 
enough to find the leiſure, and to ſpend

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| 'that time ſo wel, both Morning and 
Evening ; together with a Chapter, in 
the New Teſtament chiefly. FE. 
Io which the Te Deum laudamus, 
and the Benedictus, thoſe two ad mira- 
7 ble Chriſtian Hymns, may be added by 
thoſe who have not the Advantage of 
: alliſting at the publick Morning Prayers 
; in the Church. 15 . 
And it might be of great 2ſe, if all 
Children and Servants were required, or 
A4ccuſtomed, every Morning and Even- 
| ing, to repeat very ſeriouſly and delibe- 
rately to their Parents or Maſters, (or 
at leaſt by themſelves,) their duty to- 
wards GOD, and their duty towards their 
| Neighbour, as they are excellently ſum- 
med up in our Church-Catechiſm, 
And all perſons will do well to ac- 
cuſtom themſelves before they go to 
Sleep, to conſider, and to beg Par- 
don for any failure in the duties there 
mentioned, or any Sin they find them- 
| ſelves to have been guilty of that day. 
They who eannot read, ſhould be 
taught to get by heart, and ule the ſe- 
cond and third Colletts, as they age 
called in the Book of Common-Prayer, 
in the Mornins,, and the ſecond and 
A hird in the Lueaing Service: Or ſome 
4 PE | other 
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Other ſhort Prayer, as their private | 


Jeyotion, as ſoon as they riſe, and be- 
fore they go to bed; or in, and with 
their Families, where none can read. 

If any perſon, who hath bis treaſure 
in Heaven, and undervalues all things 


here below, at the rate they deſerve, 


in compariſon with his intereſt there, 
ſhall reſolve to take the advantage of 


having his heart there alſo, ſome part 


of every hour he lives, (for ſo much 
fleep is ſo much death for the time it 
Jaſts) he may accuſtom himſelf to 
ſuſpend the bulineſs he 1s about, or to 
retire from the company he is in, for 
a minute In each waking hour, and 
then devoutly and reverently lift up 
his Soul to GOD, 1n ſome one of thoſe 
Colle&s of our Church, which are 
added hereto, for that purpoſe. Or 
three of theſe Collects may be uſed to- 
gether at cach of thoſe ancient hours 
of Prayer, viz at or about 6, 9, 12 at 
Noon; and at or about 3, 6, 9 at 
Night; or in any of the ſpaces be- 
tween thoſe hours. 

The practice of this frequent aſcent 
of the mind to GOD in ſuch ſhore 
Prayers and Ejaculations, hath been 


recommended by pieus and judicious 
men 
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men in all ages. And it may have a 
very great and good influence upon the 
lives of many Chriſtians, particularly 
in making them more careful than 
moſt are, (though all ſhould be ſo) ot 
the good management of the reſt of 
their time. It may, by recalling their 


thoughts ſo frequently to GOD and 
to their duty, be a means to ſecure 
them from many .evils and hazaras; 


or at leaſt from {ach unaccountable 


and over-long diverſions, if not miſ- 
employments of themſelves, which they 
may be in danger of falling into, by 


forget fulneſs both of GOD and of their 


duty. | 

This frequent return of the Soul to 
the firſt Author of its being, and ſuch 
a conſtant recourſe to the fountain of 


all good, is both the ſureſt and beſt way 


to obtain and to improve all chriſtian 
Graces and Virtues; And it is alio a 
very laudable and reaſonable ſenſe or 
account of, and compliance with thoſe 


: repeated commands glven 2 in the holy 


Scriptures, To pray always, and, To 


watch unto Prayer with all perſeverance; 


To pray every where; To pray wic bout 


1 ceaſing, &c. 
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being ſo expreſſed, makes it plain, that 


accommodate them to his own judg- 
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The Jews had of old a Canon or 
Rule, that he who prays, ought al- 
ways, wherever he be, to jois himſelf 
with the whole Church of GOD; which 
they thus expound, that no man ought 

to pray in the ſingular, but in the plural 


number, even in his private and ſecret 


Devotions. 
And that admirable form of Prayer 
which our Lord gave his Diſciples, 
thoſe Prayers which are fitted for 
greater numbers, for Families, or pub- 
lick Aſſemblies of Chriſtians, may be 
alſo uſed by ſingle Perſons, and are 
moſt properly ſo uſed for much the 
greateſt Part of them. | | 
However, if any .man thinks fit, in | 
the confeſſion of Sins, or in any other 
caſes, to uſe the ſingular number, he 
may, with a ſtroke of his Pen drawn 
under thoſe words he thinks proper, 


ment; of which there are ſome Ex- 
amples in the firſt Parts of moſt of] 
thoſe Prayers, printed in a different 
Character tor that reaſon.

and who make moſt. conſcience (as all 
er men indeed ought to do) of doing ho- 
es, your to GOD every Day (if they can 
t have the opportunity and ad vantage, ) 
or in his Houſe, and of worſhipping him 
b- in their own, ſhould be infinitely care- 
be ful that their daily devotions do not 
degenerate into a cold formality, and 
an heartleſs or bare cuſtomary perfor- 
mance of ſuch their duties, without 
in that reverence and attention, without 
ler that earneſt deſire to receive what 
he they pray for, and to pleaſe GOD 
In in all they do, which becomes thoſe 
er, who approach the great Lord of Hea- 
S- ven and Earth. ns 
** They indeed who live in the pra- 
of þ Zice, or in the love of any known fin

whatever, unrepented of, or unte- 
formed; and who have thus ſet up an 
idol in their hearts, do waizly hope to 
be compound with GOD for their wick-

a falſe ſhow of devotion. All ſuch 


_ perſons ought ſadly to conſider, that 


the oftner they approach to GOD in 
this impenitent ſtate, (whether in 
the Church or at Home) the farther 
they are removed from him; and the 
leſs capable they are of his favour and 


acceptance. For not only the way of 


he wicked, Prov. xv. 8, 9. but even 
his ſacrifice, even his prayer, is an 
4vomination to the Lord, ſo long as he 
rurneth away his ear from hearing the 
law. And the prayer of the upright on- 
, that is, of him who hath repented 
of, and forſaken his Sin, is 6 O D's 

delight. „ | = 
And we ovght farther to remember, 
and very often to conſider with our 
les, that all cold, negligent, heartleſs, 
iadevout prayer, is at the beſt but the 
Jacrifice of fools, who conſider not that 
hey do evil. For GOD is nigh to thoſe 
Only who call upon him in truth, and who 
ee him with their whole heart, Pſal.cx1v. 
© beſides which, all ſuch hypocritical 
infincerity, all allowed wandring or di- 
verting of our thoughts to other objects, 
when we pretend to be worſhipping 
GOD, is an high affront to the ſearcher 
of hearts; to whom we then draw nigh 
with 
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with our lips only, which is in effect to 
deny his omniſcience, and to practiſe 
on GOD himſelf. 

We ought therefore, whenever we 
are about to pray, to labour to poſſeſs 
our minds with an actual awful appre- 
henſion of that great and tremendous 
Majeſty we approach to; and with a 
due reflexiou upon the importance of 
thoſe things we ak, which are of no 
leſs conſequence to us than the life of 
our immortal Souls. We ovghr to 
pray alſo with a firm reſolution to 
amend what we beg pardon for; and 
to live fo for the future, as we pray 
that we may live; With a deep inward 
ſenſe of all GOD's 2oodacſs to us, and 
with hearts full of love to him; Aud 
with a ſincere deffre of the welfare 
and ſalvation of the Souls of all men. 
We mult pray with that ha vility which 
becomes Sinners; and yet with that 
fal h and truſt in GOD, which becomes 
his children, viz. That we ſhall receive, 
for CHRIST's ſake, whatever we ask 
ſo as we ought, with that due attention, 
and earneſtne/s, and perſeverance, which 
may ſhew the great concern we have 
in all theſe things. 
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Theſe are the beft thoughts we can 
take up our minds with, whilſt we 
are going from our own, to G O D's 
houſe; and when we come there too, 
inſtead of thinking or talking about o- 
ther matters at that time unſeaſonable. 
And ſome brief reflexion of this kind 
| ſhould be alſo generally made in all 
our adareſſes to GOD in our Families, 
or our Cloſets; that ſo our Praggrs 
may be more acceptable to GOD, F. 


more beneficial to our ſelves. For 'tis 


only the language of the heart, the 


earneſt deſire and inward ſenſe of the 


Soul, which can reach as high as Hea- 
ven, and enter into the ears of G O D. 


Prayer is a Duty, upon which all the 
Bleſſings of voth Worlds are entailed : 
Duty appointed by GOD Himſelf, as 
the great Conduit and noble Inſtrument 
of Commerce between Heaven and Earth :

HE Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper is a Reli- 
gious or Holy Rite, in- 
ſtituted by our Saviour, 
to be a continual Remem- 
brance of the Sacrifice of his Death; 
and, as of the Benefits which we re- 
celve, ſo allo of the Duties which we 

are obliged to thereby. 
This Death of CHRIST, and con- 
ſequently all the mercies thereby pro- 
| cured 
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cured to us, we are commanded to 
commemorate, by eating Bread and 


drinking Wine, with Thankſgiving to 


GOD. Which Bread and Wine being 
con ſecrated or ſet apart for that uſe, 
and to that end broken and poured out, 
are a lively Figure, and ſenſible Re- 
preſentation of the Body of our Lord 
JESUS CHRIST, which was given, 
Luke xxii. 19. and broken, 1 Cor. xi. 
24. for us; ard of his Blood of the New 
Teſtament, (or of the New Covenant) 
which was ſhed for many for the Remiſſion 


of Sins, Matt. xxvi. 28. Or, (which is 
of the ſame import) of the New Teſta- 


ment (or of the New Covenant) in his 
Blood, which was ſhed for us, as we read, 
Luk. xxii. 20. and 1 Cor. xi. 25. 

As the Sacrament of Baptiſm, en- 
joined by our Lord, was taken up 
from a cuſtom the Fews had of waſhing 
thoſe in Water whom they received 
into their Religion; ſo this other Sa— 


crament anſwers to another caſtom then 


in uſe among them. At the end of 


the Feaſt of the Paſſover, the Maſter 


of every Family took Bread and Wine, 


and after the then uſual form of 
- Thank/riving, diſtributed them to all 


the Company. This Cup was _

* waa 
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by them the Cup of Praiſing, or the 
Cup of Bleſſing. 

Anſwerably to this cuſtom of the 
Jews, our Lord, after he had cele- 
brated the Paſſover with his Family, 
the Twelve Apoſtles, inſtituted this 
Sacrament. He took Bread, and gave 


thanks, Lto God] and brake it, and gave 


it to his Diſciples. And he took the 
Cup, and when he had given thanks, he 
gave it to them, and they all drank of it, 
Euke xxii. 19. 1 Cor. XI. 24, Matt. 
XXV1, 27. Mark xiv. 23. 
But tho? our Lord uſed the ſame 
kind of Action or Ceremony, yet *tis 


evident that he did it to a different 


purpoſe, or with another view Or ſigni- 
fication than they had therein. 

The Feaſt of the Paſſover, which the 
Fews celebrated, was a Memorial of 


their Forefathers Deliverance out of 
Egypt, by the Angel's paſſing over thoſe 


Houſes on which the Blood of the Paſ- 
chal Lamb was ſprinkled, when he flew 
all the firſt born of the Egypt ians. 


Now our Lord was pleaſed to ſub- 


ftitate this Sacrament of his Body and 
Blood, or of his Death thus repreſent- 
ed to us therein, in the place of that 
Memorial of their deliverance out of 
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Exypt, which was hitherto celebrated 
by God's expreſs command. 

The conſecrated Bread and Wine 
are the Body and Blood of CHRIST, in 
the ſame ſenſe in which the Lamb 
which they ſacrificed year by year, was 
the Lord's. Paſſover; that is, it was a 
Memorial of the great Deliverance 
then vouchſafed to the Children of 
A 
But now we Chriſtians do in and hy 
this Sacrament thankfully commemo- 
rate that much greater and more gene- 
ral Delivzrance, viz. of Mankind, from 
Sin and Death eternal, by the Blood of 
that Lamb of GOD, who takes away the 
Sins of the World ; of which Blood, and 
of which Del:verance, the Blood of the 
Paſchal Lamb, by the ſprinkling where- 
of on their Houſes, the Iſraelites were 
ſaved from deſtruction, was a moſt 
evident and ſignificant Type. 

By the word Teſtament, or Covenant, 
here uſed by our Lord, and other 
where, we muſt underſtand the Inſti- 
tution of Religion, 2 Cor. iii. 6. Feb. 
viii. from ver. 6, to 13. and Heb, ix. 
15, 18. The YFewiſh Religion, and 


the Chriſtian Religion, are each of 
them called a Teſtament, or a Covenant.

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When the two Inſtitutions are diſt in- 


gui ſhed one from the other, the Jewiſh 


is called the firſt and the old Covenant; 
and the Chriſtian, is called the ſecond 
and the new Covenant, 

By CHRIS T's Blood of the new Co- 
venant, and by the new Covenant in 


this] his Blood ſhed for many for the 


Remiſſion of Sins, is meant the Jame 
thing. And as the Blood of the Sacri- 
fice, which was uſed in the ſetting up 
the Religion of the Fews, Exod. xxiv. 
ver. 8. is called rhe Blood of that Cove- 
nant; ſo the Blood of CHRIST, our 


great propitiatory Sacrifice, is called 


the Blood of this Covenant. 

The Blood of CHRIST is the Blood 
of the Nem Teſtament, or the New Cove- 
nant ; Repentance and Remiſſion of ſins, 
is the /ubſt.ince of this Covenant, Luke 
XXIV. 47. By this Covenant, and by 


the Death of CHRIST, which was the 


federal Rite, we are abſolutely obliged 
to Repeutance, and conditionally ally- 
red of Pardon. The Lord's-Supper is 
not properly the federal Rite, or the 
Covenant Rite, but the Memorial of it. 
The Death of CHRIST was the federal 
Rite, and the Lord's-Supper is the Me- 
morial of CHRIST's Death. 


But 
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But tho' the Lord's-Supper is neither 
a proper Sacrifice, nor the Great Origi- 
nal or Primitive federal Rite, ſtrictly 
ſpeakipg; yet it being a Feaſt upon a 
Sacrifice, or in Commemoration of 


That Great Sacrifice of the Death of 


CHRIST, which was the Trze and 
Proper Federal- or Covenant- Rite; it 


may be ſtyled a federal Rite in the ſame 


ſenſe in which the Jews eating of their 
Sacrifces was, or might be eſteemed 
to be ſuch a Rite, viz, an open Profeſ- 


fion of their being in Covenant with 


GOD, and having devoted themſelves 


to his Service, as his peculiar People 3. 


and of their imploring and depending 


upon tht eſpecial Favour, and Pro- 


tection, and Bleſſing, which they hoped 

to receive from that GOD, whom they 

worſhipped in this manner. 
Now the great and moſt general 


End of this Holy Inſtitution is plainly 


delivered in thoſe words of our Lord, 
recorded both by St. Luke and St. Paul; 
This is my Body, which is given (which is 
broken) for you; This do in remembrance 
of me. And again, by our Lord's fay- 
ing, when he gave the Cup, This is the 
New Teſtament, or New Covenant, in 
my Blood, which is ſhed for you; This

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do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remem- 


 brance of me, All CHRIS T's Diſciples 


are here commanded, by frequently 
repeatinr that holy Action, and that 


viſible Repreſentation of JESUS 


CHRIST thus dying for them, to 
fx in their minds a deep and laſting 
ſenſe of his unſpeakable. love and infi- 
nite condeſcenſion in ſhedding his Blood 
for the remiſſion of their ſins, and for 
reconciling them to GOD by his Death 
on the Croſs. They muſt thus look un- 
to FESUS, the Author and finiſher of 
their Faith, firſt enduring the Croſs, and 
now ſet down at the right hand of the 
Throne of GOD, Heb. x1i. 2. where he 
ever liveth to make interceſſion for them, 
and to ſave to the uttermoſt all thoſe who 
come unto GOD by Him, Heb. vii. 25. 
This Sacrameatal remembrance of 
CHRIST's ſuffering for us, St. Paul 
explains by our ſhewing forth his Death. 
For as often as ye eat this Bread, and 
drink this Cup, ye do ſhew forth (or de- 
clare) the Lord's Death till he come. 1 
Cor. xi. 26. We do by this ſacred 
Action commemorate, ſhew forth, or de- 
clare, and make an open Profeſſion to all 
the World, of our Faith and Hope in, 
and of our entire dependence upon the

of the New Covenant ſhed for us, for 
the remiſſion of all our ſins, and for our 
reconciliation to his Father; and con- 


ſequently, we do thereby make pro- 
feſſion of our love, and of our thankful- | 
neſs to him, and of our reſolved obedi- 
ence to all his commands; by all which 
we demonſtrate our ſelves to be his | 
Friends and his Diſciples indeed. 
We do alſo ſhew forth or declare, | 


and with thankſgiving commemorate, 
our Lord's Death to God the Father, 
who ſo loved the Norld, as that he gave 
his only begotten Son to bs for us, by our 
thus repreſenting and pleading before 


him the ineſtimable Sacrifice of that 
Son of his, in whom he is wel] pleaſed : 
And by the virtue and merits of this 
Sacrifize, we do, with an hamble Faith 


and reliance upon his Promiſes, and 
upon that zew Covenant made in and 
ſealed with the Blood of his Son, ear- 
neſtly requeſt all thoſe Benefits which 
were purchaſed for us by our bleſſed 
Saviour's Croſs and Paſſion; viz.

Hence they call this Sacrament, the

God; as alſo an Oblation, and a Sacri- 
fice without Blood, and a reaſonable Sa- 
crifice 5 that is, a thankful commemo- 
ration, or memorial of Chrilt once 
offered to bear the Sins of many, Or Once 
| appearing to put away Sin, by the Sacrifice 
of hinfelf,, Heb. ix. 26, and 28. By 
whick Figures of his Body broken, and 
of his precious Blood ſhed for us, thus 
repreſented in the conſecrated Bread 
and Wine, and received by us in obe- 
dience to our Lord's command, we 
do plead before God the merits of that 
Sacrifice of his Son once offered on the 
Crofs for us; and we do humbly beg 
of him all the Bleſſings procured for 
us thereby. This 
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This Uſage or Manner of Sacrifice, 
viz. The Holy Euchariſt in the Chriſtian 
Church, is agreeable to a celebrated. 
Tradition of the Jewiſh Rabbins, that 
in the days of the Meſſiah, who was to 
be a Prieſt for ever after the order of 


Melchiſedeck, the bloody Sacrifices offe r- 


ed by the Aaronical Prieſts ſhould ceaſe; 5 
and the Sacrifice of Praiſe, or Thankſ- 


giving, ſhould only remain; which 


mould be, and is to be for ever cele- | 
brated with Bread and Vine, in like 
manner as Melchiſedeck, the Prieſt of 


the moſt high God, met Abraham, 
when he bleſted him, Gen, Xix. 


And therefore the Primitive Chri- 


ſtians mace the Sacrament of the 


Lord's Srpper, a conſtant part of their 
aaily publick worſhip, whenever they | 
met together for that end: And for 


ſome after-agcs, when men grew leſs 
devout, they uſed it at leaſt in their 
Aſſemblies on the Lord's Day. 

And they thought every true Chri- 
ſtian ſo nearly co ncerncd and obliged to 
do this, in remembrance of his Lord, up- 
on every occaſion which offered it ſelt FH, 
that by one of thoſe which are called 


The Apoſtolical Conſtitutions, the Faith- 
tul, who alliſtcd at the reading of the 


holy 
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holy Scriptures and the publick Prayers, 


were liable to be excommunicated, 


\ unleſs they received the holy Sacrament 
alſo with the Congregation. 


And it is but too well known, both 
from Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, and. from 
common obſervation and expericace, 


in this as well as in other Ages and 


Places, that as Chriſtians grew mere 


x remiſs, and were leſs frequent in receiv- 


Ing this holy Sacrament, ſo they grew 


* leſs devout, leſs holy, leſs heavenly or 


ſpiritually minded, and more carnaly- 
minded, that 1s, Ne Chriſtians. 

The nerlefl of this holy laftitution 
was ever attended with a proportion— 
_ and very ſenfible decay of the love 

: GOD, and of their chriſtian Bre— 
ef : and of all ſobriety, righteouſe 
neſs, and godlineſs, that is, of the OV 
chriſtian life. So that the ſcandalons 
and too general diſuſe (not to ſay 
csatempt) of this holy Or Ainance, hath 
at length even wndone (to uſe the 


words of a pious aad judicious Biſhop 


of our Church) the chriſtian World : for 
it hath ſpoiled CHRIST 's holy ERelig ion, 


and hath turned it into quite another. 


thing, VIZ. into a bare Form or ſhew of 
Godlineſs, without that Power and Life 


which

which ſhone ſo bright in thoſe Primi- 
tive Ages, and in thoſe Places in which 
the celehration of this Sacrament was 
2 couſtant part of their publick Wor- 
ſhip. 

Nothing certainly can more power- 
fully felt the Conſciences of Men, 


3 the Death of the Son of GOD on 


their behalf, and for their Sakes; no- 
thing can give us a more true ſenſe of 
the heinouſneſs of our ſins, nor affect our 
hearts with a deeper ſorrow for, and 
diſpleaſure againſt them, than the ſeri- 
us conſiderat ion of the bitter ſufferings 
of our bleſſed Saviour, to. redeem us 
from that eternal Death which is the 
wages of fin; and to reconcile us to 
GOD, and to purchaſe f torus that Eter- 
nal Life, which is the gift of GOD thro 
the ſame JESUS CHRIST our Lord. 
Nor can any thing more effectually 
and ſtrongly exrage us to love our blet- 
ſed Lord, and To dedicate our ſelves 
entirely to his ſervice, than a deep and 
frequent Reflexion upon his having 
thus laid down his life for us, and 
waſhed us from our fins in his o] 
Blood, Wwiniiit we were yet his Enemies, 
And as we are under obligation 
from the Death of CHRIST to vepent, 
and 
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and to live religiouſly, fo all this works 
upon our reaſon, for our ſatisfaction 
and perſuaſion, fo far only as it is 
well and ſeriouſly conſidered by vs; 


and it cannot be conſider ed unleſs ir 


be rememured. 

But beſides this more general End

ends or uſes of the Lord's- Supper, or 


advantages to be had by our dc voutly 
and freq ucently attending this Ordi- 
nance of our 19 dz 1 Cor. x. One of 
them he thus expreſſes, ver. 16. The 
Cup of Bleſſing mhich we bieſs, 15 it not 
the Communion of the Boon of CHRIST? 
The Bread which we break, is it not the 
communion of the Body of CHRIDT? 
The queſtion put by St. Paul makes 
the allertion here intimate more 
politive and undoubted: And theſe 
words, viz. The Cup of Ble 1 is the 
communion of the Blood of CHRIST, aud 
the Bread, the communion of the Body of 


CHRIST, do naturally impart, that all 


the Faithful 53 all WhO Auly receive t. leie 
Holy Myſteries, the Signs and Plods 
G or 
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of our Lord's exceeding great Love in 
dying for us, and who do ſpiritually 
feed on CHRIST in their hearts by 
Faith with Thankſgiving, are hereby 
made partakers of his moſt bleſſed Body 
and Blood; chat is, they have hereby 
communion With GOD through JESUS 
CHRIST, or in that mew Covenant 
made in his Blood, and in the Religion 
ſet up by him at his Death. 

St. Paul plainly alludes to the Cu- 
ſtom of feaſting upon Sacrifices, whether 
offered to the true GOD, or to Idols. 
The Gentiles who did eat of the Sacri- 
ces offered to Devils, by drinking of 
their Cup, and being Partakers of their 

Table, are preſum'd by him to have 
fellowſzip or communion with them, 1 
Cor. 20, 21. And both the Jews who 
did eat of the Sacrifices offered to 
GOD, and were partakers of the Altar, 
ver. 18. and ſo alſo the Chriſtians who 
cid driak of the Cup of the Lord, and 
were partarers of the Lord's-Table, ver. 
21. had fellowſhip and communion 
with GOD thereby. | 

All thoſe who did thus, as it were, 
eat and drink with GOD at his Table, 
did expect and hope, by paying ſuch 
homage and ſervice to him, to be par-

new Covenant made i in and ſealed with 
his Blood; and thus repreſented and 
thankfully owned, agreed to, and 
renewed on their parts, by their obedi- 
ence to this his expreis 5 

Nor is it to be doubted, but that in 
the due »ſe of this fo expreſly and ſo- 
lemnly enjoin'd an Act of Chriſtian 
Worſhip, as well as of all other 11. 
tutions of our Lord, all true Chriſtians 
have Communion with GOD through 
JESUS CH RIST by deriving from 
Him, and by partaking of the Commun; - 
cation of the holy Spirit, for the en- 
Vehtning, ſanctifyiug, and ſtrength- 
ning of heir Hinds, and for the re- 
forming, and the directingand guiding 
of f rhe wit Lives | : 

St. Paul adds 5 a third end or uſo of 
our "Sin ;ting the Table of the Lord, 
1 Cor.

remember, and to conſider, that is, to 
cauſe our minds to dwell much and often 
on theſe great objects of our Faith, and 
of our Hope, cannot fail to affect our 
hearts with ſuch a deep ſenſe of GOD 
ineſtimable Love to us, aid ſuch an 
hearty. ſorrom for, and hatred of our 
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ſins, (which were not otherwiſe to be 
expiated than Dy the Death of the Son 
of GOD) as will powerfully excite us 
to, and afſiſt us in 1 out our Sal- 
vation, and perfecting holineſs in the fear 
Lend in the love] of GOD. 

The chief end of this holy Inſtituti- 
on ie, as we have ſeen, the remembrance 
of CHRIST, and of his Des-; of the 
great benefits we receive thereby; and 
of the duties we are oblig ged to, in 
order to obtain th ole dene 

If therefore we conſider what 
CHRIST is, viz.GOD e in, and 
united to, and manifeſting and commu- 
nic at ing himfelf to us, by FESUS 
CHRIST, our Lord and King, our 
Lawgiver, Savicur and judge; if we 
conſider what the Death of CHRIST is, 
viz. the Atonement for ſin, and the 
ſanction of our Religion; we muſt con- 
clude from al] this, that as our Reli- 
gion is the Duty of Repentance, encou- 
raged by the promiſe of forgiveneſs :: - 
and as a propitiatory Sacrifice is an 
obligation to Repentance, and an aſſu- 
rance of Pardon; ſo a reſolution agree- 
able to this, is that A eſition of mind 
with which we arc to eclebrate the Sa- 
crament of the Body and Blood of 
CHRIST, that is, of his Death, The 
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The only true and withal zeceſſary 
preparation therefore for our duly and 
frequently celebrating the Lord's- Sup- 
per, is ſuch a Faith in CHRIST, the Me- 
diator of the new Covenant, as works 
in us a firm, effect aal reſolution of living 
according to his Laws, in hopes of ob- 
taining that remifion of fn, and that 
eternal life which he hath purchaſed for 
thoſe only who thus believe and obey 
him: It is a conſtant care and earneſt 
endeavour, to live always in all good. Con- 
ſcience towards GOD, and towards all 
Men; or to keep our ſelves always, by 
the grace of GOD, in ſuch a chriſtian 
fate and temper, in ſuch an holy aiſpoſe- 
tion and frame of mind, and in ſuch a 
ſteady courſe of a life led in all godlineſs 
and honeſty, as that wo are ever prepared 
for, and can never be ſurprixed to our 
diſadvantage by the moſt ſudden death. 

Now as no man can be truly ſaid to 
be a wiſe and faithful ſervant, but he 
who thus waits for his Lord, and who 
loves his appearing ;, ſo every true friend 
of CHRIST, whois careful to do what - 
ſever he commands him, cinnot but be 
at all times both daly prepared, and 
willing, upon all opportunities that ot- 
ter, to approach the Table of his Lord.

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For, in this Sacrament, all the 
grounds, reaſons, and motives of our 
Faith and Hope in CHRIST, and of our 
love to our merciful Redeemer; and the 
aſſurance of GOD's love to us, and of 


CHRIST*s having laid down his life to 


fave us from our fias, and from that 
everlaſting puniſhment which they had 
deſerved, are repreſented to our out-

Nor can there be any other available 
preparation for the Thankſgiving in the 
Lord's. Supper, but a ful. prope: ation or 
diſpoſition of wind, and a firm yeſce 


lution, together with a ſincere actual: 


endeavour to live according to thar 
Religion, the ſetting up Of which, by 
the Sen of GOD at bis Death, e do 
thus commemorate. And they wo 
thus do celebrate the Lord's-S: ippe er af 
auy time, are in no danger of eating 
and drinking anworthily. 


Let us therefore, (generaly ſpeaking, 


and as our particular cireumſt inces 
may require and allow,) tome time be- 
fore we come to this Sacrament, retire 
from the World, and take into our 


moſt ſerious e gonfideration hat our

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Religion is, and what our lives have 
formerly been, and what they now 


are; aud then let us take all pains ne- 


ceſſary for the bringing our minds to 


this Geterminat | 
be hereafter ſuch as our Religion is; 

and particularly in thoſe inſtances in 
which they have been otherwiſe.

To this purpoſe, let thoſe eſpecially 
whoſe more imperfect ſtate, and leſs 


eddy conduct in their Chriſtian courſe 


makes it more needful and expedient, 
read and ſtudy, apply and ſettle in 


their Souls ſuch truths of GOD, natu— 


rah and ſupernatural, as may, by the 

impreſſions they make, reconcile the tem- 
er of their ſpirits to the rule of our 
cligion; and prevail with them to 


Walk worthy at all times, and in all 


caſes, of that high and holy calling 
; herewith GOD hath called us. And 
with this diſpoſition of mind, made 
actual and lively by foregoing veligi- 
ous exerciſes, let us come to the celebra- 
tion of the Lord's- Supper, and have 
communion with all thoſe who belong 

unto the Church of GOD in CHRIST. 
But without this always meceſſary 
and ſtanding Preparation of a Chriitian 
temper and courſe of life, or walking = 
e te 
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the fear and in all the Commandments 
of GOD; that is, walking aſter the Spi- 
rit, not aſter the Fleſh, being led and go- 
verned by that Spirit of GOD which dwells 


in us, and whereby we are the Sons of 


GOD; all thoſe methods and ſer forms 
of Devotion and preparatory Exerciſes, 
which they who receive moſt ſeldom, 
lay ſo much ſtreſs upon, (ana yet ſoon 
return to their former evil lives,) will 
avail us nothing at all. 7 

All theſe, I fay, (however uſeful they 
may be to ſincere Chriſtians) are but 
poor miſerable hits and devices, 
wherewith ſuch men lull their Conſci- 
ences aſleep, and ſo abuſe themſelves 


to their inevitable ruine, unleſs they 


awaken from fin, and recover out of 
this ſaare of the Devil, and bring forth. 
fruits meet for Repeatance by the a- 
mendment of their lives. So true is 
that judgment of a pious Father, (St. 
Ambroſe) He that lives not ſo as that he 
may be fit to receive every day, is not fit 

tO recelòde ONCE in a YEA 
To which we may add that terrible 
reflexion of an eminent Divine among 
the firſt Reformers from the Errors of 
the Church of Rome, viz. That cuſtom 
which enjoins Men to communicate once 
every 


N 
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every year, (as if that were ſuffcient) Ls 
moſt certainly an invention of the Devil. 
Which Paſſages deſerve to be well and 
often conſidered by all thoſe who can 
content themſelves with that great 


indiſfrrency, and ſeeming formality in 


obeying this command "of CERT, 
or in a caſtom very like to it. 

And therefore every ſuch ſervant of 
ſin, every one whoſe Conſcience con- 
demns him as living in any ünfal coorſe, 
or lying under the guilt of any known 
ſin unrepented of, and not actually for- 
/aken, uſually in effect excommunicates 
himſelf by an havitual neglect, if not 
contempt, of à plain command of 
CHRIST: Or, if he comes ſometimes 
to our Lord's- Table, out Of cuſtom or 
formality, at ſome ot f the great solemni- 
ties; or out of ſname, or fear of being 
taken notice of by others; or for a. 7 
ſecular aeſign or advantage; or even to 
appeaſe that little Conſcience he has left, 
but till comes without reforming his 
temper, or amend:ns his lite, he chere 
eats and drinks judgment, or farther 
condemnation to bimfelf. 

That is, ſuch a Man provokes COD 
to puniſh him tor profaning that holy 
Ordinance, by coming to it witiiour 

69 4 
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examining himſelf whether he be in the 
Faith; viz. whether he ſo repents of 
his ſins, and ſo believes the Goſpel, as 
that he ſtediaſtly reſolves to obey 
CHRIST in ali things for the time to 
come: Or rather, (which is much to 
be feared) knowing that he neither ſo 
believes, nor ſo repents, as not to be 
much more like to return after that So- 


lemaity is over, to his former ill courſes, 


as he hath done at all other times. 

But, as they Who live in any known 
ſins ought to repent of, and to forſake 
all their ſins in good earneſt, and to 
amend their lives before they come to 
the Lord's Table; ſo they who take 
care to live as CHRIST requires, in 
ſome other things, and yet obſtinately 
Or careleſly perſiſt in the conſtant 
neglect ot this command, ſo plainly de- 
livered, ſo aniverſally owned, and fo 
univerſally practiſed in the Church of 
CHRIST in all Ages, live in a wilful 
fin: And conſequently they are in a 
ſtate wherein there 1s no Salvation to 
be had, according to the judgement of 
ſeveral pious and learned Divines of 
our Church, viz. Biſhop Patrick, Biſhop 
Beveriage, Doctor Asſveton, Doctor 
Scot, &c. | 


For, 
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For, how can he pretend to love 
CHRIST, or to have a due ſenſe of 
his ſuF-rivgs for him? Or how can he 
hope to be ſaved by CHRIST's Death 
and Paſſion, who refuſes to obey him 
in ſo eaſie an inſtance, and withal, fo 

Plain and poſitive a command es is this, 
wiz. to comme morate that amazing love 
of his Redeemer in that manner which 
he himſelf hath expreſly ordained ? 

Or, how can he ſo much as deſign or 

_ defire to attain that meaſure of Hlineſs, 
which may fit him for the enjoyment of 
GOD in Heaven, who deſpiſes, or at 
leaſt careleſly and conſtantly zeglects 
one of the moſt efetual means of ſan- 
ctification which the wiſdom of GOD 
hath thought fit to appoint for the con- 
firmation and wncreaſe of our Faith, 
and our Hope, and our Love 9 GOD, 
and to all our Chriſtian Brethren ? 
For the frequent and due celebration 
of this Sacrament, les up a conſtant 
and lively ſenſe of Religion upon our 
minds; makes us to hate ſia, and to 
love GOD above all things; procures us 
more grace and more ſtrength to reſiſt 

all Temptations, and to mortiſie all wor ld- 

ly and carnal deſires : It refines and ſpi- 
ritualizes Our A ect ions; ſanitifies our 
na- 
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natures gives us ſolid peace and joy, in 
a ſenſe of GOD's love to us in the 
Pardon of our fins; and thus prepares 
our Souls for the ſociety of Saints and 
Angels, for ſeeing our bleſſed Lord in 
all his Glory, and for unſpeakable Hap- 
pineſs in the preſence and kingdom of 
GOD to an endleſs duration. 

From all which conſiderations, a 
judicious and learned Prelate of our 
Church concludes, That whoſoever he 
be that hopes for mercy ar that dreadful 
day, without a careful performance of 
this Duty, is a preſumptuous Perſon, and 
vainly expects it. 

And indeed, our Lord having made 
our doing this in remembrance of him, a 
ſolemn Badge of our Chriſtianity, and 
a Pledge to aſſure us of his Love, and 
of the intereſt we have in him, and in 
that mew Covenant made in his Blood 
ſhed for the Remiſſion of our ſins; 
and morcover, having Himſelf appoint- 
ed this Sacrament as one of thoſe mean; 
of Grace, in and by the due ule of 
which, we may receive farther commy- 
nications of the holy Spirit from Him; 
a profane Contempt, or an habitual 
wilful neglect of this his expreſs com- 
mand, (in all thoſe at leaſt who are
